Trailing 1-0 to Lincoln City at half-time fol¬ 
lowing a slow start to the season, captain 
Henry was angry with comments made by 
fan Mark Baldwin as the players left the field. 

At the end of the game after the Hatters had 
turned things around to win 3-2, Henry had 
an angry exchange with Baldwin.

Man jailed for 10 years 
after attack on flatmate

A MAN who attacked his flat¬ 
mate in the Luton home they 
shared has been jailed for 10 
years this week. 

Liam Fennelly, 24, of Gardenia 
Avenue, Luton, repeatedly 
punched Steven Barrett and 
stamped on his face at the flat in 
Farley Hill last February. 

Then with Mr Barrett lying 
unconscious on the floor, 
Fennelly left him and took his 
mobile phone. 

It meant Mr Barrett lay there 
badly injured for the next 21 
hours before he was discovered 
and an ambulance was called. 

As a result of the injuries he suf¬ 
fered, Luton Crown Court heard 
on Tuesday, he had developed a 
blood clot on his brain, his 
speech is now slower, the left side 


of his body is still affected, he 
can’t do his own buttons up and 
his short-term memory has been 
affected. 

Judge Phillip Bartle was told Mr 
Barrett is now unable to live on 
his own and is being cared for by 
his sister and her family. 

Fennelly appeared for sentence 
having been convicted by a jury 
earlier this year of inflicting 
grievous bodily harm with intent 
on his former friend. 

Despite the terrible injuries Mr 
Barrett endured and the effects 
of them, the court was told 
Fennelly had shown little in the 
way of sympathy for the man he 
so viciously attacked on the night 
of February 20, 2013. 

While in custody and awaiting 
sentence Fennelly had told pro¬ 
bation staff who had been 
instructed to prepare a report, 
that he considered Mr Barrett to 


be manipulating the system for a 
compensation payout. 

Passing sentence, Judge Bartle 
said 50-years-old Mr Barrett had 
no memory of the attack that 
night. 

Following it he said Fennelly 
had left, taking the injured man’s 
mobile phone and trying to wash 
blood off his own trainers and 
disposing of a blood-stained 
shirt. 

He had done nothing, said the 
judge, to summon help, and it 
meant it wasn’t until the follow¬ 
ing evening that Mr Barrett was 
discovered. 

At his trial Fennelly claimed he 
had acted in self defence that 
night but Judge Bartle told him: 
“You and you alone were the 
aggressor on the night in 
question. 

“You punched him repeatedly 
and stamped on his face.”

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Busway trips fail 
to meet forecast

PASSENGER numbers on the 
busway are less than half 
what was originally forecast, 
figures have revealed. 

Luton council said that 
346,854 trips were taken on 
busway between October 1, 
2013-December 23, 2013 after 
it opened in September. 

The authority had originally 
predicted there would have 
been 9,000 daily trips in a 
business case it produced in 
2008, indicating 828,000 jour¬ 
neys in the first quarter. 

A council spokesman said 
the low numbers were due to 
the business case being based 
on economic growth figures 
before the recession hit. 

It also took into account the 
effect of potential develop¬ 
ment on sites such as Napier 
Park, Stirling Place, and 
Power Court. 

The council spokesman 
said: “The 2008 business case 
was submitted on the cusp of 
the recession, and therefore 
did not take account of it. 

“Recent trends published by 
the Office of National 
Statistics show that by the 
end of 2013 economic growth 
in the EU and UK had still not 
reached the levels in the first 
quarter of 2008. 


“Almost 350,000 people 
used Luton Dunstable 
Busway services in its first 
full quarter of operation 
(October-December 2013), 
and this excludes passengers 
of other buses and National 
Express coaches using the 
new interchange. 

“While, for reasons set out 
above this is below the levels 
forecast in early 2008, the 
local busway service opera¬ 
tors are pleased with this 
initial patronage.” 

The figures were presented 
in a document discussed at a 


council meeting last week. 

The document also covered 
an accident which took place 
in February at the entrance of 
the busway in Church Street, 
Dunstable. 

It suggested it occurred 
because the bus had failed to 
enter the guideway properly. 
The collision, resulted in 
slight injuries to two people. 

The document also said that 
the council was still in 
negotiations with the busway 
contractor BAM Nuttall over 
the final construction costs 
for the £91 million scheme.

LPC Pharmaceuticals is a 
wholesale drugs supplier in 
Chaul End Lane whilst the 
Bristol Labs company has a 
manufacturing facility in 
Laporte Way.

List is GP & SP Hinduja, from 
the Hinduja Group which has 
interests in a variety of 
sectors. 

Shailesh Solanki, executive 
editor of AMG, said the rich 
list showed the ‘remarkable 
strength and diversity of 
Asian businesses’, and was an 
‘inspiring picture and one 
that should energise 
entrepreneurs everywhere’.

PEOPLE arrested and 
detained in police custody in 
Bedford will now be taken to 
Dunstable after inspectors 
closed down cells in the town 
last week. 

Her Majesty’s Inspectorate 
of Prisons (HMIP) and Her 
Majesty’s Inspectorate of 
Constabulary (HMIC) carried 
out a surprise inspection of 
Greyfriars Police Station in 
Bedford. 

They found it had a ‘poor 


design layout’ and potential 
safety hazards. 

Bedfordshire Police has 
chosen to close it down and 
as a temporary measure, 
people arrested and taken 
into custody are being taken 
to Dunstable. 

Assistant Chief Constable 
Nigel Trippett, said: 
“Bedfordshire Police is taking 
proactive steps to improve 
custody facilities for detain¬ 
ees, staff and visitors. 

“All detainees who would 
normally be taken to 
Greyfriars Police Station are 


being taken to the Dunstable 
custody suite instead. 

“The force decided on this 
course of action following an 
inspection of all custody 
facilities within Bedfordshire 
by the HMIC and the Prison 
Service between Monday, 
April 7 and Thursday April 10. 

“The inspection showed 
that custody staff are profes¬ 
sional, caring, committed 
and passionate about their 
work and the inspection team 
was really impressed at 
the way they dealt with 
detainees.”

Luton is worst for 
air pollution deaths

LUTON has the highest per¬ 
centage of deaths caused by 
air pollution in Bedfordshire, 
according to figures from 
Public Health England. 

It is estimated 6.4 per cent 
(86) of deaths in Luton were 
caused by air pollution in 
2010, compared with 5.5 per 
cent in Bedford (73) and 5.5 
per cent in Central Beds (106). 

Across the UK the figures 
show that 25,002 people died 
because of air pollution in 


2010, with 2,844 deaths in the 
east of England. 

A Green Party candidate 
standing for the east in next 
month’s European elections, 
Rupert Read, said: “It was 
flippant of David Cameron to 
blame the recent smog on 
Saharan dust and he should 
be ashamed of himself. 

“These new statistics, which 
show that thousands of 
people are dying because of 
air pollution, make it clear 
that urgent action is needed 
to clean up our air. 

“It should be a source of 


shame for ministers. Yet the 
government is doing far too 
little to reduce air pollution.” 

Public Health England’s 
report estimates that 5.6 per 
cent of deaths in the east were 
attributable to air pollution, 
the equivalent to 29,096 
life-years lost. 

Elsewhere in the UK, the 
area with the highest number 
of air pollution related deaths 
was the London Borough of 
Kensington and Chelsea. It 
was followed by Westminster 
which had a similar amount 
of air pollution.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

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Harford hails new heroes

FROM winning the League Cup at Wembley as a player in 
1988 to being at the helm as Town sunk into the Conference 
in 2009, Luton Town legend Mick Harford has a story or two 
to tell from his three stints at Kenilworth Road. 

While running his eye over a couple of potential targets at 
Tuesday’s League One clash between Crawley Town and 
Tranmere for current club Millwall, the former striker was 
afforded what he described as another “poignant” moment. 

With Luton’s closest rivals Cambridge United trailing 2-0 at 
Kidderminster Harriers on that same evening, Harford was 
the person to deliver the exceptional news that the Hatters 
had won the Skrill Premier to Town boss John Still, who was 
sitting just yards from the Millwall man. 

“In my eyes it was quite a poignant moment,” said Harford. 
“At 2-0 I went over to him as I was walking out of the ground 
and told him the good news. I don’t think he believed me if I 
am honest. He gave me a wave but he looked chuffed. 

“I have known John for years. He is a real football man and 
a great choice in manager for Luton Town Football Club and 
he has proved that in his first full season. 

“You can’t imagine how hard it is to get out of the Football 
Conference and it is testament to his abilities in doing it so 
quickly with Luton. 

“I really want to congratulate everyone at the club. From 
John, to the fans and their amazing support, to the players 
and all the people behind the scenes at Luton Town Football 
Club. 

“Also, I believe Luton 2020 deserves a lot of credit as well for 
stabilising the club and giving their financial support. 

“All these elements make the team what it is and Luton are 
finally back where they belong.” 

Harford’s full-time commitments at the New Den mean the 
striker rarely gets to return to the hallowed turf where he is 
widely regarded as the greatest Luton Town player of all time. 

However, the 55-year-old was present at the Hatters’ 6-0 
mauling of Kidderminster Harriers in late December and was 
warmed by the football on that chilly winter’s afternoon. 

“I knew after watching them that day that they would get 


promoted,” said the former England frontman. “They showed 
a power, pace and an all-round quality that most in that 
league would struggle to contain. 

“Defensively they were sound, strong in midfield and sump¬ 
tuous in attack. All the goals were quality as well. It just 
showed what sort of team John has created.” 

Despite appreciating the Hatters’ pure superiority over 
Harriers and following the outstanding results of the club he 
says still holds a place in his heart, Harford says it would be 
too difficult to add any current Luton names to the League 
Cup-winning side of the late 80s. 

Nevertheless, he holds this batch of successful Hatters in as 


high esteem as the silver¬ 
ware gatherers some 26 
years ago. 

“That side from the late 
‘80s was truly great,” 
added Harford. 

“It would be hard to take 
the likes of Ricky Hill, 
Brian Stein and Kingsley 
Black out of that side and 
replace them. The whole 
team was deserving at 
Wembley. 

“I would say this Luton 
side are heroes just like 
the League Cup winners 
though. They are both 
magnificent teams in 
their own right and have 
honoured the club with 
what they have achieved.” 

As John Still so perfectly 
puts it, having finally 
ended their five-year non¬ 
league exile, Town can 
now prepare for a “new 
era” in the club’s history. 

The 63-year-old guided 
Dagenham and Redbridge 
from the Conference to 
League One over the 
course of three seasons while teams such as Stevenage have 
also fared well following promotion into the Football League 
and Harford feels Luton can build fruitfully on their current 
success. 

“This is Luton’s opportunity to get back to where they once 
were,” said Harford. 

“Perhaps they can look to building a new stadium and start 
to climb the leagues again. 

“It is hard to say how they will get on next season in League 
Two. It is a tough league but I think mid-table would be a 
great achievement. Anything more than that would be fan¬ 
tastic though.”

Luton Town fan GAVIN DALY shares his thoughts as the long journey back finally comes to an end 


The kingdom awaits: After five long years 
the Hatters are back in the promised land 


ON APRIL 13, 2009, a goalless 
draw with Chesterfield ban¬ 
ished us from the kingdom 
known as the Football League, 
with the lords of said kingdom 
hoping deep down never to see 
us again. 

The idea was simple, hurt 
them so much that they 
wouldn’t be able to recover and 
instead slither away to a deso¬ 
late corner never to be heard 
from again. 

Every so often someone would 
ask ‘what ever happened to 
Luton?’ which would be met by 
the powers that be with an 
awkward silence followed by 
‘they deserved it’, knowing 
deep down that their ancestors 
before were too harsh but 
couldn’t bring themselves to 
own up to the mistake. 

It hurt more than anyone 
could know when the day came 
to leave the kingdom, with eve¬ 
ryone holding hope that some¬ 
how we would get a stay of exe¬ 


cution despite the lords’ draco¬ 
nian measures. Tears were 
shed as we made the long walk 
away from what had been 
known as home for so long, 
while the powers that be stood 
watching with no sense of 
remorse.
